CHINESE DEAD OR WOUNDED 
ESTIMATED AT 1,000,000 


Civilian Victims of Air 
Make Up Large Proportion of 
Total Casualties, 
By the Associated Press.

“This is the first move in an ag- 
gressive campaign to wipe out 
veneral disease in Missouri,” Stark 
said. 

A letter to the Governor from 
State Health Commissioner Harry 
F. Parker stated any properly l- 
censed physician in private prac- 
tice’ in the State may ‘receive the 
medical supplies for treatment of 
indigent venereal patients by sub- 
mitting a request to the State 
Board of Health and complying 
with the rules. 

Dr. Parker said the board would 
es the additional treatment 
centers as rapidly as possible. The 
State Department is co-operating 
with Federal health authorities in 
this work and funds to carry on the 
work are derived largely from the 
Federal Government. 

The Health Commissioner said 
each of the first class cities of the 
State now is maintaining a regular 
syphillis control program with 
clinic facilities. Aside from the 
city clinics now in operation, four 
clinics are being maintained by 
county health units in St. Louis 
County and in Miller, Marion and 
Jackson counties.

Al- 
though some difficulty has been 
encountered in negotiating, tariff 
reductions on Czechoslovakian man- 
ufactured products, particularly 
shoes, conclusion of the agreement 
may be expected within a few 
months. 

The highlight of the 1938 effort 
will be the conversations with the 
United Kingdom. The talks with 
Canada, another good customer, 
are less important, because an 
agreement already exists with that 
country and is to be amplified. 

The State Department has pub- 
lished a long list of imports and 
exports from and to the United 
Kingdom, to serve as a guide in 
selecting the products to be includ- 
ed in the bargaining. Congress has 
empowered the executive branch of 
the Government to reduce tariffs 
as much as 50 per cent in return 
2 concessions from foregn coun- 

es. 


May Negotiate With Italy. 


It.is possible that in 1938 an- 
nouncement will be made of re- 
sumption of negotiations with Italy.

COMMUNITY CHEST DONATIONS 
ESTIMATED AT $83,000,000 


This Is Based on Returns from $11 
Cities; Increase of 3 Pct. Over 
Previous Year. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—Total do- 
nations of about $83,000,000 for use 


in 1938—3 per cent more than was 
available in 1937 — to community 
chests throughout the United States 
was predicted today by Charles P. 
Taft, chairman of the Community 
Mobilization for Human Needs. 

His estimate was based on com- 
munity chest campaigns im 311 
cities collecting $61,000,000, with 155 
additional chest campaigns still to 
be heard from. 

About 9,000,000 contributors will 
have a part in providing for 8500 
local agencies. 

“An increase. of 3 per cent in 
charitable gifts, made in the face 
of a falling market and disturbed 
labor conditions,” said Taft, “is a 
triumph of community spirit. We 
are still struggling up, however, to 
the pre-depression level of giving, 
and our cities will have only 93 per 
cent as much to spend on their so- 
cial services next year as they had 
in 1929.

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Stalin Shelves the Profintern, 


Once Spearhead of Communism - 
Among Trade Unionists of World 


Moscow Affiliation With the Amsterdam La- 


bor International Marks End of One Phase 


of Campaign for World Revolution. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 27.—Without 80 
much as an obituary, the Prof- 
intern has been laid to rest in 
Moscow. Once the spearhead of 


the world revolution among trade 
unionists, it has been quietly dis- 
carded for the greater effectiveness 
of Joseph Stalin’s campaign to build 
“socialism in one country.” 

This became known with the re- 
cent announcement of formal af- 
filiation of the Soviet Union’s Trade 
Union Council with the Interna- 
tional Federation of Trade Unions, 
known as the Amsterdam Interna- 
tional. The Soviet, a few months 


after the American Federation of 


Labor, has turned to Amsterdam 
for its principal international con- 
nection. 

With the recent transfer of the 
Comintern, or Third International, 
from its building next to the Krem- 
lin to a suburb of Moscow, this 
eclipse of its trade union counter- 
part, the Profintern, marks the 
end of one bolshevik experiment 
with world revolution. Neither or- 
ganization has been dissolved, and 
the Communists_have not aban- 
doned their eventual goal of inter- 
national socialism, But they have 
changed their methods. 

Membership in Doubt. 

It is not known whether the So- 
viet Union’s workers will continue 
to hold formal membership in the 
Profintern while this once-ambi- 
tious Communist organization is 
on the shelf. Probably few of the 
22,000,000 unionists in this country 


will bother to inquire. All that 


is known is that Solomon Abram- 
ovich Lozovsky, the Soviet Union's 
ranking expert on internaional la- 
bor problems, will be in retirement 
as secretary-general of the Profin- 
tern, and active from now on as 
head of the Trade Union Council's 
foreign division. 

The Profintern itself has been 
relegated to small offices on the 
fifth floor of the Palace of Labor, 
a home for foundlings founded by 
Catherine the Great, where Rus- 
sia’s trade unions are now housed. 
Its magazine, published in Russian, 
French and German editions, has 
been discontinued. It has held no 
‘Congress since 1930, and which of 
its officers elected then have 
escaped the 1937 purge, besides Lo- 
zovsky and Nikolai Shvernik, is a 
subject for speculation. 

41 Lands at 1921 Congress. 

It was founded in July, 1920, on 
the direct initiative of the Third 
International. Its formal title, Red 


International of Trade Unions, was 


soon shottened to Profintern. At 
its ‘first’ congress in July, 1921, 
there were 41 countries represent- 
ed. , 
Its program called for direct 
struggle against the Amsterdam. In- 
ternational, which was denounced 
as a reformist. organization organ- 
ized to sell out the workers to their 


bosses. The Profintern set out to 
be a genuinely revolutionary labor 
international, operating in colonies 
as well as in industrial_countries. 
The basic condition of membershi 
was recognition of the principles 
class war as fundamental to 
trade union work. 

Claimed 18,000,000 Members. 

Five congresses were held, the 
last in August, 1930. At that time 
the Profintern claimed 18,300,000 
members in 48 countries. Of the 
total, 14,700,000 were fully recog- 
nized members, most of them Rus- 
sians, There were 600,000 members 
of affiliated trade unions which 
were forced to operate underground 
because of police terror in their 
countries. Finally, the Profintern 
claimed. 3,000,000 minority members 
of unaffiliated trade unions. 

The Soviet Union’s organized 
workers have grown since then to 
more than 22,000,000, united in 163 
trade unions under the direct con- 
trol of the Central Trade Union 
Council. The last vestiges of trade 
union independence have been elim- 
inated through Communist control. 
‘Their function is now regarded 
largely as that of strengthening the 
party’s pogram of industrial con- 
struction. 

Attack Expected by All. 

Their new affiliation to the Am- 
sterdam International reflects the 
same change in the “party line” 
which has led to the liquidation 
within the last year of most of the 
older labor leaders. It is obviously 
directed toward strengthening the 
Soviet Union against the attack

which all Russians believe can be 


postponed but not avoided. 

Mikhail Tomsky, the first import- 
ant union leader to emerge after 
1917 and a strong advocate of in- 
dependent trade unions operated 
under a syndicalist form of work- 
ers’ control, committed suicide a 
year ago. Most of his followers 
have been denounced since then. 
Lozovsky and Shvernik, prime mov- 
ers in the latest developments, are 
almost the only veteran Russian 
labor leaders left at the head of the 
Soviet trade union movement. 

They Are “Old Bolsheviks.” 

Both are “old Bolsheviks” who 
began their revolutionary careers 
near the turn of the century. Both 
remain members of the Executive 
Political Bureau of the Profintern, 
with James Ford and William Z. 
Foster of the United States, and 
with representatives of China, Ger- 
many, Latin America, Japan, 
France, Czechoslovakia, Greece, 
Italy, England and Poland. 

At present, like all good Stalin- 
ists, they believe the greatest pos- 
sible service to world revolution is 
defense of the Soviet Union. At 
present this defense calls for a 
united front against.war and Fas- 
cism, and the affiliation of Soviet 
workers to the Amsterdam Inter- 
national is intended to strengthen 
this front. ö

7000 AMERICAN-BORN 
YOUTHS IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


700 or 800 Children of Emigrants 
Who Returned to Europe Come 
Back to U. 8. Each Year. 
(Correspondence of the Associated Press.) 

PRAHA, Czechoslovakia.—There 
are 7000 United States citizens liv- 
ing in Czechoslovakia. Back in the 
mountains and in little Eastern vil- 
lages they, lead the simple, in- 
dustrious lives of ‘Czechoslovak 
farmers. 

Most of them do not speak En- 
glish. Although born on American 
soil, they are children of Czecho- 
slovak emigrants to the United 
States who returned to Europe after 
the war and the liberation ot their 
own land from Austria-Hungary. 

Every year 700 or 800 of. them 
returr to the United States... The 
majority are youths under 20 years 
of age, anxious to escape Czecho- 
slovakia’s two-year compulsory mil- 
itary service. 

The American-born youths lose 
their citizenship at 21 unless they 
return to America or show ade- 
quate reason why their return must 
be postponed, or if they take’ the 
military oath of allegiance without 
registering formal protest. 

During the last year the number 
of Americans leaving Czechoslovak 
villages to return has increased 
greatly. At the same time the 2870 
quota for non-citizen emigrants has 
nearly been filled, despite the strict 
financial requirements.

FILIPINO INDEPENDENCE 
AND ITS EFFECT ON U.S 


Tariff Commission Report Says 
Loss of Duty-Free Status 
Will Hurt Islands. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27. — The 
United States Tariff Commission 
said yesterday the Philippine In- 
dependence Act, though not likely 
to change the economic life of the 
United States, “will undoubtedly 
play a major part in altering the 
economy of the Philippines by 
changing the duty-free status of 
trade between the two.” 
The commission, in its annual re- 
port, added that it was not certain 
whether the transition period pro- 
vided was “sufficient to permit 
adaptation of the Philippine econ- 
omy to the loss of duty-free entry 
into the United States markets.” 
Some major industries exporting 
chiefly to the United States, it con- 
tinued, “may be obliged to discon- 
tinue or curtail their operations, as 
will a number of others directly 
dependent on them.” It listed sugar, 
coconut oil, cigars, embroideries and 
pearl buttons as some of the Philip- 
pine industries that would suffer 
from loss of preferential treatment. 
The report said provisions of the 
Independence Act made it “prac- 
tically certain that the Philippines 
will decrease in importance as a 
market for American goods.” Al- 
though Philippine tariffs can not 
be applied against American goods 
until after independence, the report 
said, “American exports ‘to the 
islands probably will decline as 
soon as Philippine ‘export taxes 
come into operation and begin to 
cut down their exports” and “with 
export credits curtailed, the islands 
must perforce restrict their im- 
ports. When American goods lose 
their preferential tariff position in 
the Philippines in 1946, there is like- 
ly to be a further and even more 
pronounced decline in American ex- 
ports.“ 
The report said the shrinkage of 
United States Philippine trade 
would bring with it a “lessened de- 
mand for’ services such as those 
now rendered by American shipping 
agencies and insurance companies. 
“Moreover,” the report added, 
“the islands will become a less at- 
tractive field for American invest- 
ments.”

REPAIRS NEARLY DONE 


Renovation Revealed Dining 
Room Ceiling Had Been Al- 
most Ready to Fall.

year-old building revealed.

“This might have happened at 
any time, injuring occupants of the 
house,” Voskamp said. 

Large areas of plaster were be- 
ing held in place by the wall paper 
in other rooms, also, it was found. 

“Generally, on the interior of the 
main building,” Voskamp related, 
“the work has been replacement 
and maintenance rather than gen- 
eral revision. The architecture of 
the old building is one having fine 
proportions and grand scale and 
required little adjustment.” 

Heating pipes, formerly exposed 
and uninsulated, were concealed in 
walls. Wall paper of the first flooor 
rooms was replaced with painted 
canvas. The grand stairway, which 
was braced with wood timbers at 
the time of Gov, Stark’s inaugura- 
tion, was reinforced with steel. 

Walnut Floor Laid. 

A Missouri black walnut floor 
was installed downstairs where 
State functions which were once 
held in the third floor ballroom now 
take place. The third floor for 
several years has been condemned 
as an assembly room for large 
groups. 

A billiard table and ping pong 
table occupy the large third floor 
room. White pine furniture made 
at the penitentiary was installed 
in a study and guest rooms on the 
third floor. 

Fine old furniture and silver, 
portraits of former Governors and 
of former Governors’ wives adorn 
the walls of the first floor en- 
trance hall and the “gold room.” 

Brick of which the executive 
mansion, was constructed was hand- 
made sand mould and painting was 
necessary to stop leaks in the walls. 
White paint was used. 

A wing was added on the south 
side and the kitchen moved there 
from the basement. The wing also 
houses a three-car garage, making 
possible the removal of a dilapi- 
dated stable which had been used 
as a garage. Removal of the stable 
permited completion of landscaping 
the park area between the mansion 
and the Capitol building. 

Windows were made weathertight 
to keep out smoke and dirt inci- 
dent to the downtown location of 
the mansion not far from railroad 
tracks. The time-worn tin roof was 
replaced with composition roofing. 


DR. LAWRASON BROWN, NOTED 
TUBERCULOSIS SPECIALIST.DIES 


Succumbs After Long [Iliness at 
Age of 66 at Home at Sara- 
nac Lake, N. . 

SARANAC LAKE, N. T., Dec. 27. 
—Dr. Lawrason Brown, 66 years 
old, one of the leading tuberculosis 
specialists at Saranac Lake, died at 
his home here yesterday after a long 
illness. A past president of the 
National Tuberculosis Association, 
Dr. Brown was consulting physician 
at the Trudeau Sanitorium. 

Dr. Brown was the author of sev- 
eral books dealing with tuberculo- 
sis. Born in Baltimore, he received 
his doctor’s degree from Johns 
Hopkins University in 1900, and be- 
gan work with the Trudeau Sani- 
torium immediately after his grad- 
uation. He was a member of the 
American Physicians’ Association 
and was president of the American 
Climatological Association in 1920. 
He headed the National Tuberculo- 
sis Association from 1922 to 1923 
and from 1919 to 1923 was president 
of the American Sanitorium Asso- 
ciation. 

He was instructor in the Tru- 
deau School of Tuberculosis since 
1914 and was a member of the 
board of trustees of the New York 
State Hospital for incipient tuber- 
culosis at Ray Brook. Dr. Brown 
was also a member of the American 
Legion and of Phi Beta Kappa, Phi 
Kappa Psi and Alpha Omega Alpha 
fraternities.

Born Danielsville, 
Madison County, Georgia, Novem- 
ber 1, 1815. Died Athens, Georgia, 
June 18, 1878.” 

On another face is this inscrip- 

tion: : 
“Sulphur ether anesthesia was 
discovered by Dr. Crawford W. 
Long on March 30, 1842, at Jeffer- 
son, Georgia, and administered to 
James M. Venable for the removal 
of a tumour.” 

The story is that Dr. Long set- 
tled in Jefferson as a young prac- 
titioner and also opened a drug 
store. One day a traveling show 
came along, the principal feature of 
entertainment being the adminis- 
tration of laughing gases to vol- 
unteers from the audience. The 
showman would invite the young 
fellows up on the stage and then 
have them inhale nitrous oxide, 
and the audience laughed at their 
capers under its influence. 


After the show had gone its way, 
the gay blades of the town wanted 
to repeat the experiment, and ap- 
plied to Dr. Long for the gas. He 
said he would give them something 
better, and furnished them with 
ether. They had regular ether 
frolics, and while under the influ- 
ence of this intoxication, Dr. Long 
noticed, they would bump their 
shins and otherwise bruise them- 
selves without experiencing any 
pain. He asked them about it after- 
wards and they could not remember 
any injuries. 

He conceived the idea that here 
was a method of preventing. the 
pain of a surgical operation, and 
persuaded Mr. Venable, who had 
some small tumors on his neck, to 
try it. The tumors were removed 
under the influence of ether and 
no pain was felt.

The Boston dentist discovered 
the anesthetic properties of ether 
independently and gave it first in 
1846, in Boston. To his credit is 
the fact that this event marked the 
beginning of its general use 
throughout the world.

American Youth Hostels, Inc., came 
to St. Louis the other day to meet 
Miss Anne Goddard and see what 
can be done about setting up hostels 
in Missouri. Miss home 
to spend the holidays with her par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Warren God- 
dard, 21 Brentmoor, is now on the 
national staff of the hostels asso- 
ciation, with headquarters at 
Northfield, Mass. 


It must be explained immediately 
that Miss Barbour did not ride into 


town on her tandem, with its spe- 
cially constructed trailer for bag- 
gage. The winter weather was too 
uncertain, 


On this field trip from Massachu- 
setts as far west as Colorado and as 


far north as the Canadian border, 
she will ride her bicycle on circuits 
of small towns, when weather per- 
mits, laying the groundwork for fu- 
ture hostels. She can pedal the tan- 
dem alone, but likes to pick up in- 
terested passengers along the way. 

A joint interview with Miss God- 
dard and Miss Barbour was a hec- 
tic affair. Both were full of radi- 
ant good health and reflected the 
natural exuberance of the outdoor 
life they have chosen to lead. 


A half-pint if there ever was one, 
“five-foot Zeta Barbour, especially, 


looked the part of a roving field 
worker. Over a knit suit, she wore 
a scarlet cape which reached al- 
most to her heels. Her legs were 
bare above ankle boots of elkskin 
laced over heavy socks. She wore 
no hat, letting her cropped hair 
blow. 


Miss Goddard was only slightly 
less picturesque in a Tyrolean suit, 


acquired a couple of years ago 
while a graduate student at the 
University of Frankfort-on-Main. 
This experience in the German uni- 
versity, incidentally, first intro- 
duced her to the fun of “hosteling,” 
a favorite sport abroad, made easi- 
er by the thorough organization of 
the international hostel associations. 


The purpose of the association in 
this country, as in the 18 others 
in which it exists, is, to quote from 


the handbook, “To help all, but es- 
pecially young. people to a. greater 
knowledge, use and love of the 
countryside and to make available 
to them the cultural and educa- 
tional benefits of travel, particu- 
larly by providing for them hostels, 
foot paths and bicycle trails; and 
toward accomplishing this end to 
assist all organizations whose pro- 
gram includes out-of-door activities, 
and who need inexpensive travel 
accommodations by furnishing for 
their use the youth hostel facilities, 
the only limitations thereon being 
adherence to a simple and friendly 
mode of living.” 


Leaders of the movement hope, 
in addition, to foster a feeling of 
world brotherhood through the ex- 
change of hostelers from one coun- 
try to another—an extension really 
of the system of exchanging foreign 
students. now practiced by some 
colleges and universities. 

One “limitation” put upon those 
who use the trails and stop over- 
night at the hostels is that they 
shall travel not by automobile or

motorcycle, but on foot, by bicycle, 
horseback, canoe, fold boats (called 
in the handbook “falt boats”) or in 
winter, by ski and snowshoe. In 
the three years since the national 
directors, Mr. and Mrs. Monroe 
Smith— Isabel and Monroe” to all 
hostelers, began the movement in 
this.country, trails have been -plot- 
ted and hostels, 110 in all, have 
been established in: Pennsylvania 
(where paths follow the Horse Shoe 
Trails), in New York, Vermont, 
New Hampshire, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Michigan, California and Western 
Canada. The loop through New 
England is so well laid out that it 
is possible to walk for two weeks 
along secondary roads and foot- 
paths without once crossing a high- 


way. 


ISPLAYING their membership 
cards, the two young women 
launched into a voluble ex- 
planation of the privileges to which 
they entitle holders. “The card is 
a kind of passport,” one of them 
began. “You see it has my picture 
in it, with my name and address 
and all that information. Every 
hosteler has to surrender his 
pass when he reaches a hostel 
for the night. The house parents 
in each hostel sign their names 
the way our parents used to sign 
monthly report cards from school. 
You pay only 25 cents for a 
night’s lodging. For that you get 
a mattress—even though it is only 
of straw—and biankets, if it is cold. 
For hygienic reasons every hosteler 
carries his own sheets, which he 
soon learns to stitch up into a kind 
of sleeping bag. If the house par- 
ents have time, and feel like it and 
you want to pay for it, they may 
cook dinner or breakfast for you. 
But most hostelers think it is more 
fun to get their own meals. At 
some hostels they have the use of 
the kitchen. Otherwise they cook 
out-of-doors. Food? Oh, we carry 
that in a knapsack, in which a 
wise hosteler packs little else. We 
stock up in villages the trails take 
us through, or at the hostels, some 
of which have supplies for sale. 
In the morning hostelers pack a 
lunch so that they don’t have to 
bother cooking in the middle of 
the day.” 
Here the other enthusiast took 
up the conversation. “Suppose you 


wanted to go on a hostel trip. The 
first thing you'd do would be to 
write to headquarters for a mem- 
bership. It costs $2 a year for an 
adult. You really ought to get a 
handbook, too, That has a list of 
all the hostels and maps and other 
information about marker symbols, 
and so on. If yoy wanted to, you 
could make arrangements to join 
a group at Northfield, or some other 


point on the loop. After you fig- 


ure out your route, you write ahead 
to the hostels to reserve a bunk. 
They can accommodate only a cer- 
tain number over one night, of 
course. Be sure to send along a 
postal card for a reply from the 
house parents. How can you tell 
how far you go in one day and 
where you'll be at night? Well, if 
you are hiking you count on cover- 
ing 15 miles a day. By bicycle you 
can make 75 miles in a day. Setting 
a mileage record is not the primary 
aim of hosteling, however.” 
Mention of joining a group lead 
into the next consideration: how do 
you know you are going to get along 
with other people on the trip, even 
though the group is supposed to 
be kept to 10? You are almost 
bound to, the young women agreed. 
You are practically certain to find 


that others interested in theout-of- “* 


doors and energetic enough to hos- 
tel are “good eggs,” and congenial 
in spite of differences in age, which 
may range from 4 to 94. If there 
is a trouble-maker in the group, he 
or she can be discouraged from go- 
ing the next lap by the simple ex- 
pedient of the house parents’ re- 
taining his membership card. With- 
out it he will not be admitted to the 
next hostel. 

Regulations for conduct on the 
road are few, but comport with the 
wholesome aims of the organiza- 
tion. Drinking is not permitted in 
the hostels, and smoking is dis- 
couraged for two reasons: first, the 
fire hazard, which is always a 
threat in farmhouses; second, the 
necessity to keep fit for the rigors 
of hosteling. Lights go out at 10 
p. m. in all hostels. If hostelers fail 
to observe this custom, house par- 
ents can collect a double fee for 
lodgings. Hostelers are expected to 
rise early, get breakfast out of the 
way, tidy the place for inspection, 
claim their passes, and check out 
by 9 a. m. 

To hear the two young women 


talk, one might conclude that house 
parents would as soon their hostel- 
ers never checked out—their visits 
mean so much to elderly couples, 
lacking other contact with the 
world beyond their fence posts. 
Miss Goddard explained that house 
parents are usually a farm couple, 
whose numerous children have 
grown and moved to town, leaving 
them pretty much alone. It was 
significant of their interest in the 
movement, that at the first round- 
up of house parents every couple 
asked that its charter be renewed 
for another year. Serving also in 
the capacity of chaperons for mixed 
groups of hostelers and voungsters 
not quite independent, they are 
carefully chosen on the recommen- 
dations of reliable agents in their 
community. The fees they receive 
for accommodations provide only 
a nominal remuneration but a wel- 
come one, in most instances. Miss 
Barbour told of one woman who 
is saving her “overnights” to send 
her son on a hosteling trip to 
Europe next summer. 
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AST year the A. T. H. sent sev- 
eral groups abroad on a 10 
weeks walking trip for as little 
$255, which covered expenses 
from New York and return. Ne- 
gotiations are now. under way to 
take over a small ocean liner, to 
be manned by a skeleton crew. 
Hostelers will look after their own 
cabins, prepare their own meals, 
handle baggage themselves, and do 
without the luxury of a steward to 
tuck them into their deck chairs. 
This co-operative arrangement will 
pare additional dollars off the cost 
of a trip to Burope. 


Last summer saw the initiation 
of still another program of the 
A. T. H. About 35 hostelers set 
out to travel from coast to coast 
by train at a minimum expense. 
They took bikes aboard, and at 
points of scenic, historical and cul- 
tural interest, switched to their 
two-wheelers for a sight-seeing 
tour. Aboard the train they made 
up their own berths and cooked 
their own meals, thereby keeping 
the cost of the trip to 1 cent a mile. 


Prompting each other eagerly, 
Miss Goddard and Miss Barbour, 
both of whom ‘have completed the 
training course required of work- 
ers in the association, told the his- 


tory of the Youth Hostel move- 
ment. “It all began,” Miss Goddard 
started breezily, “about 30 years 
ago in Germany, with Richard 
Schirrmanh, whom we call ‘the 
miost natural man in the world.’ He 
was a school teacher in the Rhine- 
land and was distressed at the 
cramped lives which his children 
had to lead. So he started taking 
them on expeditions into the sur- 
rounding country. Out of these 
trips grew the hostels. He estab- 
lished the first one in a twelfth cen- 
tury Westphalian fortress, now re- 
stored.” 


“Some people,” Miss Barbour in- 
terposed, have the impression the 
youth hostel movement has some 
connection with the ‘Wandervogel’ 
—‘the birds of passage’ movement 
in Germany. It has no affiliation 
with any other continental organi- 
zation, pre- or post-war. Further- 
more, it has no political aims and 
makes no religious discrimina- 
tions.” 

“Hosteling is a recognized pas- 
time in the British Isles,” Miss 
Goddard resumed. “The Carnegie 
Foundation made a grant of $100,- 
000 to get the movement started in 
England, and later contributed $10,- 
000 toward the organization of hos- 
tels in Scotland.” 

So far the American association 
has not received such donations, 
although the handbook carries an 
impressive list of contributors to 
the maintenance fund of the non- 
profit organization. Dr. Mary Wool- 
ley, former president of Mount Hol- 
yoke College, now heads the Amer- 
ican Youth Hostels, Inc., and dur- 
ing her regime at Mount Holyoke 
made one of the college dormitories 
available as a hostel. President 
and Mrs, Franklin D. Roosevelt are 
honorary officers of the organiza- 
tion. 


In St. Louis, Miss Goddard and 
Miss Barbour were working through 
groups already organized, which 
they hoped to interest in the set- 
ting up of hostels through Missou- 
ri. The Missouri Walk-Ways Asso- 
ciation has expressed its sympathy 
in the project. 

They look ahead to the day when 
Missourians can strike eut on foot 
through the Ozarks or paddle along 
upstate streams certain of finding 
comfortable shelter at the end of 
the day.

The child who can’t make the 
grade. .. and the teacher who can't 
get a grade—if Helen Fite of Mar- 
ion, Ind., were Santa Claus she'd 
wipe this blot forever from 
America, Here's her New Yeag 


“There are thousands of teachers 
unemployed ... thousands of chil- 
dren of sub-average intelligence 
who are receiving no help at all, 
or are being pushed into the back 
seats in congested school rooms, 
These children aren’t really dumb 
they are simply different. They, 
need special c re, which it is im- 
possible to give them with crowded 
space and time. As a consequence, 
such children get tne idea that they 
are inferior, and keep it all their 
lives. They quit school early and 
become a hopeless burden to them- 
selves and everyorie else. 

“It is heartbreaking to stand be- 
fore @ room of 62 second grade 
children (three roome in one) and 
grope for time to care for them 
all. Really all that can be done 
is to keep a semblance of discipline. 
The average teacher must give her 
time to the quick-witted—while the 
slow ones are given nothing. I've 
seen darling little boys and giris— 
temperamental, nervous, backward, 
physically unfit—placed in the back 
seats, hands folded, gazing vacantly 
out the window.

“This would educate our hearts as 
well as our minds,’ says George, 
“It would break down national prej- 
udice and racial intolerance . . 01 
It would be the greatest possible 
protection against world war. 

“Under this foundation many, 
thousands of the most brilliant stu- 
dents and hundreds of the most 
brilliant educators of this country 
would be sent abroad to study or 
teach at foreign universities. Stu- 
dents would be sent from this coun- 
try to study at Copenhagen, Adel- 
aide, Oxford, Heidelberg, Upsala, 
Cairo, Tokio, Paris and similar 
institutions, And students and pro- 
fessors from these foreign centers 
of learning would come to our great 
universities as well as to unver- 
sities of other nations forsign to 
their own. .

ONION AND CHEESE 
APPETIZERS. 

Arrange a thin slice of Bermuda 
onion on a round of toast the same 
size as.the onion. Season with salt 
and pepper and a drop of tabasco. 
On top place yellow cheese which 
has been grated and mixed to a 
paste with a little Worcestershire 
sauce, dry mustard and salt. Place 
in oven just long enough to melt 
the cheese. 


CHEESE AND CELERY 
CANAPES. 


Blend one-half pound of Roque- 
fort cheese with half cup of finely 
minced celery moistened with may- 
onnaise and a teaspoon of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Remove crust from 
a loaf of rye bread, slice very thin 
and spread with mixture. Roll and 
hold together with toothpicks until 
“just before serving. Cut rings from 
large Bermuda onions and soak in 
equal parts of milk and water. 
Drain and wipe between towels, 
dredge with seasoned flour and fry 
in deep fat to a golden brown. Serve 
hot with Scotch and soda. 


Mash braunschweiger and season 
highly with prepared horseradish, 
Worcestershire sauce and a dash of 
cayenne. Cut strips of crustless 
bread the width of bacon slices. 
Butter and spread with mixture. 
Roll and wrap with bacon and hold 
together with, toothpicks, Place 
on a shallow platter and place in 
oven to crisp the bacon. Turn fre- 
quently so as to crisp on all sides. 
Serve hot. 

Scoop out centers of unpeeled 
radishes and picot edges. Fill cen- 
ters with ripe camembert cheese. 

Place a ring of onion on a round 
of toast the same size. Inside of 
ring place a thin slice of unpeeled 


salted cucumber. In center place 


caviar topped with riced hard- 
boiled egg yolks and in center place 
three capers. 


MEXICAN CANAPE. 

Mash a ripe avocado and season 
highly with onion juice, a dash of 
cayenne, lemon juice and chili 
sauce. Spread on crisp tostadas. 


LITTLE PIGS. 

Mash one can of sardines which 
have been put up in mustard sauce. 
Add more seasoning if necessary 
and some lemon juice. Spread on 
strips of bacon, roll and pin with 
toothpick. Broil until crisp and 
serve very hot. 


LOBSTER PUFFS. 

Two cups of freshly mashed po- 
tatoes, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons of melted butter, two 
whole eggs, white pepper and one 
one-half cups of lobster meat. 
Mince the lobster meat and add 
to other ingredients and beat un- 
til light and fluffy, Heat some 
jard and when piping hot drop lob- 
ster mixture from spoon and cook 
to a golden brown. Drain on paper 
and serve very hot. 

SIMPLICITY. 

Slice pumpernickle very thin and 
cut into strips.
